ind once every ten years thereafter a 
census of agriculture and live clock, 
acreage of farm land and of principal 
crops, etc.

One of the chief causes of the. im- 
lerfection of the recent census of agrl- 
Milturo hau been the great elaboration 
>C 
the 
schedules. 
The 
agrl- 


:ultural schedule of 1910 was not much 
more detailed than that of 1900, yet H 
contained spaces for more than 500 dif- 
ferent items 
regarding 
each 
farm. 


Many of the Inquiries, of course, did 
not apply to the majority of farms, but 
their presence on the schedule nuver- 
.heless made It confusing and dlscour- 
i£tng to the enumerator and to the. 
farmer. 
Among the Inquiries were 


many.which the average farmer could 
not be expected to answer except by 
the roughest sort of estimates.' Klthor 
the public must get along without so 
much agricultural 
information, 
or a 


,iarl of the information must be secured 
by other methods than that of general 
enumeration. 


Improvement of Machinery 


The population statistics of the. thir- 


teenth census, like those of the two 
preceding censuses, have beeii tabu- 
lated by means of a punched-card sys- 
tem. 
I'rlor to the thirteenth census 


the punching machines..electrical card- 
sorting machines, and electrical tabu- 
lating machines required in connection 
with this method of tabulation were 
rented from private concerns. 
Those 


used at Ihe thirteenth census, on the 
other hand, were devised by exports em- 
ployed by the bureau, and were either 
constructed in the machine shop of the 
bureau or by outside concerns under 
contract. 
Thus the census bureau 


now owns 
its 
tabulating machinery. 


These machines have been greatly Im- 
proved by the addition of new devices 
which materially reduces the expense 
of tabulation. 


As the result of the expenditures of 


the census bureau during the past few 
years for devising 
antl 
constructor 


tabulating machinery, the bureau now 
has in Its possession machines which 
can be used with little additional in- 
vestment for future censuses. 
The 


present tabulating machines will, with 
little modification, 
prove adequate to 


the needs of the bureau 
for 
several 
censuses to come. 


Furnishing of Slnllatlcn 


One of the difficult questions con- 


fronting the bureau of the census is tho 
extent to which census statistics sha.ll 
be tabulated and published with ref- 
erence to small areas. 
Naturally It is 


proper that more details should be pub- 
lished for the United States as a whole 
and for the states as units than for 
such areas as counties, villages, wards 
of cities, or still smaller areas. 
Tn'e 


drawing of the line with respect to the 
amount of detail to be tabulated for 
small areas has for the most part been 
left by congress to the judgment of 
the directo rof census. 


The suggestion has often been made 


that the census bureau should compile 
and publish detailed information. whan 
desired, at the expense of the local 
governments of individuals desiring it.

other hand, were devised by experts em- 
ployed hy the bureau, and were either 
constructed in tho machine shop of tho 
bureau or by rmtside concerns under 
contract. 
Thus the census bureau 


non- owns 
its 
tabulating- machinery. 


These machines have been greatly im- 
proved Ijy tlio adflifioll of new devices, 
which, materially reduces the expense 
of tabulation. 


As the result of- the expenditures of 


the census bureau during the past few 
years for devising 
and constructing 


tabulating machinery, the bureau now 
has in its possession machines which 
can he used with little additional in- 
vestment for future censuses. 
The 


present tabulating machines will, with 
liltle modification, 
prove adequate to 


the needs of the bureau 
for 
several 


censuses to come. 


Fnmblilng OC Sftifl.itlr.1 


One of the. difjlcult questions con- 


fronting the bureau of the census is tho 
e.xtent lo which census statistics shall 
be tabulated and published with ref- 
erence to small areas. 
Naturally it Is 


proper that more details should bo pub- 
lished for the United States as a whole 
and for the states as units than for 
such areas as counties, villages, v/ards 
of cities, or still smaller areas. 
The 


drawing of the line with respect to the 
amount of detail to be tabulated for 
small areas has for the most part been 
left by congress to the judgment of 
tho dirccto rof eensus.

ory of Abraham Lincoln with 


a great national memorial at the scat 
of government. 
The testimonial in 


marble and bronze, which will bo 
erected on the bank o* tho Potomac 
illver at Washington, will coat up- 
ward of $2,003,000, and it will be In 
every way a fitting tribute to that 
martyr President who was so largely 
responsible for the preservation of 
(he Union. It will, of course. Inevi- 
tably bo several years ero (his Me- 
morial can ba. completed, s but per- 
haps It will bo ready for dedication 
on the fiftieth anniversary of Lin- 
coln's death. 


The slow pace at which tho project 


for a. Lincoln Memorial at the capital 
has moved forward, until recently, 
may -be attributed in great measuro 
to the difficulty of reaching an agree- 
ment as to what form the memorial 
should take. 
Legislators, public of- 


ficials and public-spirited citizens were 
unanimous In tho opinion that some 
enduring tribute- should be provided 
but there has been w!do divergence of 
opinion as to what form tho testi- 
monial should take. Perhaps a ma- 
jority of all the Interested persons 
whose judgment has been-consulted 
have been En favor of a monumental 
structure of some kind at the national 
capital but a considerable contingent 
argued for a Memorial Bridge span' 


' nlng the Potomac River and connect- 


ing the city of Washington with Arl- 
ington, our greatest national cemetery. 
Another Influential coterie have stood 
out for a memorial boulevard or high- 
way, some eighty miles In length con- 
necting the seat of government with 
Gettysburg, our most Important Civil 
War battlefield.

site on the groun> 
Soldiers' Home, am 
a location overlookl 
heights of Sixteen'

White House. There were even some 
adherents of a proposal tor placing 
tho memorial nt the site of old Fort 
Stevens, a Civil War defense located 
five miles from Washington and which 
has had Its fame perpetuated because 
Lincoln was hero under fire during the 
raid by General Early in July, 1864. 


From such a mass of claims and 


counter-claims, diversity of opinion 
and range of artistic Ideals there has 
finally come forth, the project which 
promises to at last provide tho nation 
with a Lincoln Memorial of which It 
may well be proud. It was Just about 
two years ago, or on February 9, 1911, 
to be. exact, that Congress created a 
commission to be.known as the Lin- 
coln Memorial Commission to procure 
and determine upon a location, plan 
and design for a memorial in the city 
of Washington to tho memory 
of 


Abraham Lincoln, 


The new Lincoln Memorial Com- 


mission had no sooner gotten down, to 
work and realized the difficult problem 
that confronted It than. It called upon 
the Commission of Fine Arts for ei- 
pert advice, as to the best location for 
the Memorial. Tho r*Ine Arts body 
devoted four months of close and care- 
ful study to all phases of tho question 
and then unanimously recommended 
that Potomac Park be chosen as the 
site of tho new structure. 
Potomac 


Park, It may bo explained, Is a newly 
created waterside park that occupies 
all the most attractive portion of the 
waterfront .on the Potomac River at 
Washington. 


When it cama to securing a de- 


sign ' for the Lincoln Memorial—the 
Memorial that is evidently to "come 
true" at last—the Commission engaged 
the services of Mr. Henry Bacon and 
Mr. John Russell Pope, tho well- 
known architects of New York. Each 
of these experts, In duo course, pre- 
pared several complete designs includ- 
ing perspectives, plans and models and 
the outcome of this competition was 
that the Commission chose Mr. Bacon. 
to prepare the final design for the 
Llncpln Memorial—the design that 
should bo submitted to Congress for 
Its approval, 


That t".:o design which was finally 


accepted Is an admirable one may bo 
surmised from tho fact that the mem- 
bers of tha Commission were unan- 
imous In accepting It and In recom- 
mending that Congress approve the 
construction of the •Memorial In ac- 
cordance with, these- plans- Architect 
Bacon was, from the outset, impressed 
with the possibilities of Potomac Park 
— u. site comparatively isolated in 
the-midst ot a largo area of unde- 
veloped land—and ho has worked out 
his idea that a monumental structure 
standing In SIK \ a broad plain, sur- 
rounded by an amphitheatre of hills, 
will bo as widely seen and appear 
quite as Impressive aa though It were 
located on a hilltop. 
As seen from 


the hills on either sldo of tho river 


tho new Lincoln Memorial Is bound 
to appear Impressive in the highest 
degree. 


The effectiveness of this tribute to 


a national hero will be further en- 
hanced by the circumstances that It 
will almost Inevitably bo viewed In 
association with the Washington Na- 
tional Monument and the dome of the 
U. S. Capitol, with both of which It 
will be In direct line. 
Thus on the 


great axis, planned . over a century 
ago, we wilt have at one end the 
Capitol which Is the monument of the 
government To tho west, .over a mllo 
distant from the Capitol is the monu- 
ment to Washington, the foremost of 
the founders of the government. And 
now on tho same axis, still farther-to 
the west and upward of a mllo from 
the Washington 
Monument we will 


havo a monument to tho man Who 
saved the government, the three form- 
ing one complete and' harmonious 
testimonial of a nation's gratitude. 


From tho very beginning of his 


study of the subject, Architect Bacon 
believed that this Memorial to Abra- 
ham 
Lincoln should embody four 


main features and he. JIBS worked 
along this line in evolving his suc- 
cessful design. 
Tho four features to 


bo thus given emphasize comprise, re- 
spectively, a statue ,of the man; a 
memorial of = his Gettysburg- speech; a 
memorial of his second Inaugural a 


dress; and a i-mybol of tho union of 
tho United States which he stated it 
was his paramount object to save. 


In accordance with this policy a 


statue of Lincoln—the design of which 
has not yet been formulated—will 
occupy a position In the central hall 
of the Memorial structure- and In or- 
der to emphasize its significance and 
leave tho visitor alone with It no other 
object than the statue will be permit- 
ted in this room. On either side of 
tho central space will be smaller halls 
each containing a memorial—one of 
tho Gettysburg speech and the other 
of 
the 
second 
inaugural 
address. 


These speeches will bo reproduced In 
bronze letters on massive monument?! 
tablets. Surrounding the walls Inclos- 
ing theso memorials of the man Is 
planned a colonnade, forming a sym- 
bol of the Onion, each column repre- 
senting one of tho States—thirty-six 
In all—In existence at the" time of 
Lincoln's death, while on the walls 
above tho colonnade, and supported 
at Intervals by eagles, will be forty- 
eight memorial iestoons, one for each 
of our present States. 


That tho Lincoln Memorial may 


have Its proper setting- the ground 
comprising the site will be raised, bi- 
n-leans of terraces, to a level 45 feet 
higher than the surrounding area. 
There will be, first of all, a circular 
terrace one thousand feet in diameter 


width. 
Tho colonnade, referred 


above will ba 188 feet long and 118 
feet wide and the Individual columns 
will each bo 44 feet high and 7 feet 5 
Inches in diameter at the base. From 
this statement of dimensions It may 
be surmised that the whole effect of 
this gleaming white pile will bo mas- 
sive as well as Imposing. The total 
height of the structure above the fin- 
ished grade at the base of the terrace- 


bo 99 feet. 
The colonnade en- 


trance to the Memorial Hall Is to bt> 
equipped with-sliding bronze grilles 
filled with plate glass. Ordinarily, In 
pleasant weather these sliding doors 
will be rolled back Into space pro- 
vided in, the walls, thus . opening1 the 
whole interior to the. air and sunlight, 
but at night they will be closed for 
the protection of tho Memorial and 
this same course can bo followed in 
Inclement weather, with every assur- 
ance that ample light will be admitted 
to the interior through the extensive 
glass surfaces. 
The central 
hall, 


where the statue will stand'Is to be 
70 feet In length by 60 fee't In width 
and 60 feet In height. Each of the 
halls on either side, where will be 
placed the .great tablets bearing Lin- 
coln's most famous speeches, will be 
57 feat in length, 37 feet In width and 
60 feet in height. Each of these side; 
halls Is se'parated. from

And this makes no provision for tho 
landscape gardening* around the ;ile- 
mortal Including, a lagoon and steps 
leading from the Memorial down to 
this waterway. However, there Is no 
disposition to dlspenso,with the lagoon 
which will be worth-all it coats as an 
adjunct to the artistic environment of 
the Memorial. 
Indeed, It has become 


quite the. prevailing fashion to provide 
an artificial waterway extending In 
front of a mo.nurien.Ul structure- and 
serving as a mirror to reflect Its out- 
lines. 
Kow much euch a basin can 


add.to the beauty of an ensemble 19 
attested by the "cKinloy Memorial at 
Canton, Ohio, which was created on; 
that plan. 


Now that both the Senate and 


House- of Representatives have ap- 
proved the report and recommenda- 
tions of the Lincoln Memorial Com- 
mission, appropriations for the actual 
work will be made by Congress from 
time to time under the usual "con- 
tinuir/g contract" plan, and at- last 
we shall see a fulfilment of tho long- 
delayed and long-neglected duty—a 
duty that has been on the pubHc mind 
ever sorica the year 1369, at which 
early date Congress Incorporated a . 
"Lincoln Monument Association," of 
whicrf the : Treasurer of tho United 
Statea> was made Treasurer, but of 
which -nothing ever came. .As Sen- 
ator Root says, "It Is not tolerable 
that the remaining survivors of tho 
generation that knew Lincoln should 
pass away and leavo no memorial oC 
their reverence and love for him In 
the city which wag the'sceno of h!a 
service and sacrifice." 


FEBRUARY 14th Is Valentine's 


Day—a day on which lovo mis- 
sives are exchanged 
between 


friends and between loved ones. 


The custom is founded and sustained 
by a sentiment which Is as natural as 
It la beautiful. 
Tho majority of the 


authorities on tho subject of its origin 
agree that the connection of tho cus- 
toms of Valentine's Day with the ealnt 
by that name Is purely accidental, as 
in the legends of tho different saints 
of thtvt namo recorded In the Acta 
Sanctorium no trace of tho practice 
peculiar to the fourteenth of February 
is found. It has been suggested by a 
well known antiquarian that the cus- 
tom may have descended to us from 
the ancient Romans who during tho 
•Lupcrcalla celebrated in tho month of 
February 
were 
accustomed 'among 


other things to put tho names of young 
women Into a box from which they 
were drawn by men as chance directed 
and carried off Into slavery by these 
young Roman dandles. The Christian 
clergy finding it difficult or practically 
Impossible to extirpate this pagan 
practice gave It at least a religious as- 
pect by substituting* the names of par- 
ticular saints for those of the women, 
and It Is sli!l more or less a custom of 
the Church in Europo to select either 
on St. Valentine's Day or somo other 
a patron saint for the year who Is 
termed a valentine. 
Other historians 


think It far more probable that the 
custom of choosing valentines Is a 
relic of that natnre-reilgion which was 


undoubtedly tho primitive form, of re- j 
liglon in northwestern Europe as else-: 
where, and that it sprung from a rec- 
ognition of tho peculiarity of that sea- 
son, henco Bailey's Dictionary gives tho 
following explanation of the day: 
"About this tlmo of the year the birds 
choose their mates, and 
probably 


henco ca,mo the custom, of young1 men 
and maidens choosing valentines or 
special loving friends on that day.11 


Even the etymologists have been 


consulted on tho subject and the re- 
sult of their special studies is curious 
to say the least- One of them points 
out that tho letters V and O were fre- 
quently Interchangeable in popular 
speech, and as a notable instance pro- 
duces the words "gallant" and "val- 
iant" which both spring from the 
Latin valens. He then explains that 
the Norman word galsntln, a lover of 
the fair sex, or what In thcso slangy 
clays might bo called a "masher," was 
frequently vrltten and 
pronounced 


"valantan" or "valentine," and from 
these, premises ho concludes that by a 
natural confusion of names Bishop 
Valentine was established as tht pa- 
tron saint of sweethearts and lovers 
although ho has no real connection, 
not even an etymological ono, with 
thai class of beings. This is an Inter- 
esting explanation but hardly a tails- 
factor;- ono ss St. Valentino was a 
Bishop or Fopo of Home who was 
martyred In the third century and a 
man who had little, to do with tho 
affairs of lovers. The other Valentino 


known In history was a bishop who 
healed tho son o£ Craton, tho rheto- 
rician, and who a. few months later 
met his death in tho most unromantlc 
fashion imaginable—being chocked to 
death by a fish bone. 


In the latter part of the sixteenth 


century Valentino Day customs were 
at their height and tho love missives 
sent out wore of such a. tender nature 
that the Church In the person cf St. 
Francis de Salen attempted to reCcrm 
tho customs by forbidding these inter- 
changes of love missives between boys 
and girls, bat In tho end the young 
men and maidens triumphed and the 
custom continued. 
In France d i r l n r j 


tho same period thero was a Quaint 
ceremony. 
Thero >juns" people of 


both aexcs had their names written on 
slips of paper and put Into receptacles. 
Drawings took place In which each 
sox could secure n. partner from the 
other. It was customary for the sentl- 
nicntal bond^ set up by the selection 
go made to endure for one year and 
no longer unless sooner terminated by 
the- marriage- or death of the parties. 
During the year each stood to the 
other In tho'relatlon of Cavalier and 
Lady of Beauty, the knight being 
bound.to honor and defend the fair 
ono whose name ho drew, for twelve 
months at least. For this she repaid 
him In smiles and s!lk favors, 
?hen 


silk was obtainable. 
This same cus- 


tom prevailed In Scotland and Eng- 
land. 
It waa a particularly pictur- 


esque »custom In Scotland, where it

In Hertfordshire two hundred years 


ago It was a St. Valentine's Day cus- 
tom among the poor andmlddlcclasses 
for the- children to assemble in one 
part of tho town and ;hcn go to the 
home of tho chief personage of the 
town and sing under his window. Tho 
favored one would then throw them 
wreaths of ribbons and true lovers' 
knots with which to adorn themselves. 
Two or three of the girls then selected 
tho youngest among them (generally a 
boy) whom they decked up with the 
wreaths.
